|by the Germans and Bulgarians at the 
\first raid upon their territory put up, 
lit transpires, one of the noblest de- 
fences that has characterized the he- 
roism of soldiers on all the fronts of 
the Allies. When the complete re- 
cord of the defence of their homes, 
wives and children is made known to 
the world, there will only be one ver- 
dict — Germans and Bulgarians alike 
will be execrated. During the fight- 
ing Bulgarian women and children 
followed the lines, stabbing and tor- 
turing the Rumanian wounded, Bod- 
ies were found with twenty and thirty 
cuts, and, worse, there are dozens of 
Rumanian soldiers in hospital bear- 
ing as many wounds who have still 
lived to suffer torture.

away, “Stand by!” clangs the tele- 
graph, and instantly engineer, helms- 
man and torpedo crew spring to the 
alert. At the diving station, imme- 
diately below the conning-tower, the 
helmsman keeps his eye glued to the 
depth indicator and upon the dancing 
bead of the spirit-level-like device 
which tells him exactly how much 
the nose of the submarine is down by, 
or above, the horizontal, while his 
hands grip the control, 


The Sengineer tends his electric 
motors. Forward, the torpedo crew 
stand by the breeches of the tubes, 
the hand of one resting near the 
lever which, when moved, turns the 
rush of compressed air into the cham- 
ber to speed the weapon in leach 
upon its deadly mission, The enemy 
is running a course at right angles 
to the submarine and she is making 
good speed, The optical eye is only 
a few inches above the waves, the 
vessel having been dropped to a level 
which will render detection of the 
mechanical “shark's fin” almost im- 
possible, 

The commander turns from the 
periscope and in an instant all is 
bustling activity in the shell of steel. 
The hum of the motors drowns every 
other noise, Now they are running 
for all they are worth, The course 
has been set and there is a mad race 
to gain the point which the comman- 
der has discovered will bring him 
within striking distance of his victim. 


Almost imperceptibly the submar- 
ine rises, so as to lift the periscope 
just above the water to take a peep. 
It is but a fleeting glimpse, but it 
takes in the unsuspecting victim, The 
next instant she is running down a 
sharp eA to the required depth. 
The moving hand of the depth indi- 
cator stops. The balancing bead 
trembles, as if undecided which way 
to move, Then it is seen to move 
backwards: slightly, proving that the 
nose of the submarine is gently ris- 
ing. The vessel is being swung and 
laid upon the shoulder of Old Nep- 
tune. The bead stops and is practic- 
ally quiescent, “Fire!” 


Automatically the hand of one of 
the statuesque figures at the torpedo 
tubes rises and moves a lever. There 
is a subdud hiss as of a slumbering 
snake disturbed in the grass and an 
almost imperceptible kick. The com- 
mander counts the seconds upon his 
watch. If his estimation of the line 
and speed of flight of his victim is 
correct, it should blunder into his 
projectile within twenty seconds, 
since the torpedo will cover the 500 
yards to the point which he has aim- 
ed at within that time. 

“Seventeen — cighteen — nineteen 
—twenty!” A dull roar comes through 
the water, The quarry has blundered 
into the shot.

Good Results from 


Campaign to Save Cattle’ 


More Now Being Returned to Farms. 


Than a Year Ago 


That far greater numbers of cattle 
are being returned to the farms of 
Western Canada that was the case 
one year ago, is the statement made 
by W. G. Styles, president of the Re- 
gina Board of Trade. 

Altogether the steps taken by the 
Dominion and provincial authorities, 
and the banks and loan institutions, 
Mr. Styles stated, were producing 
splendid results. Officials in close 
touch with the situation were de- 
lighted with the result of the cam- 
paign, and steps would be taken in 
future, he believed, to keep the fe- 
male stock on the farm as far as pos- 
sible, instead of allowing it to be 
shipped away for market purposes. 

The Dominion Government had a 
representative located at Ottawa, as 
also did the Saskatchewan depart- 
ment of agriculture, for the purpose 
of buying up young stock for the 
farmers of the prairie province who 
required it. The Grain Growers’ As- 
sociation also had a representative 
on the ground, and the result was 
that much stock intended for the 
market found its way back to the far- 
mer who was in need of it. 

A remarkable thing in connection 
with the movement back to the farm, 
it was pointed out, was the great 
number of young cattle which were 
shipped back to the farms of Saskat- 
chewan, in comparison with the other 
provinces. Mr. Styles was inclined to 
the opinion that the publicity cam- 
paign, waged in this province both 


through the press and by the grain 
growers, the Regina Board of Trade, 
the banks, the loan and mortgage 


companies and the government, was 
responsible in no small measure for 
more cattle being returned to Sas- 
katchewan farmers than was the case 
in Manitoba, for instance, where the

British Gave Dewey 
Assistance at Manila 


Earl Grey, Former Governor-General 
Relates Interesting Interview 


During a discussion in the Lords 
regarding the operations of the Ger- 
man submarine U-53 off the coast of 
the United States, Earl Grey, for- 
mer Governor-General of Canada, in 


asking for assurances that reports re- 
garding the conduct of commanders 
of American destroyers in this con- 
nection were incorrect, gave an in- 
teresting account of a conversation 
he had had with Admiral Dewey as 
to the action of Capt. Chichester, of 
the British navy, in Manila Bay at 
outbreak of the Spanish-American 
war. Alluding to the question put by 
Baron Charles Beresford to Viscount 
Grey, the foreign secretary, with re- 
gard to the German submarine oper- 
ations, which Viscount Grey subse- 
quently answered. Earl Grey said: 

“Ig there any truth in the state- 
ment in the press of Tuesday, Oct. 
10, that the commander of the Ger- 
man submarine U-53 asked the com- 
manders of American destroyers 
Denham and MacDougal to clear out 
of the way so that he might have 
room to blow up the ships he was 
attacking, and whether it is true that 
the American destroyers acceded to 
the German request. 


“To me it is so incredible that 
commanders of American war vessels 
should have acted in the way report- 
ed that I cannot and will not believe 
it until all room for doubt is re- 
moved. Such action on the part of 
the American war vessels would in- 
volve a new and startling departure 
from the old traditions of mutual 
service between America and Eng- 
land in the cause of humanity, The 
custom of both British and American 
sailors in all parts of the world to go 
spontaneously to each other's assist- 
ance in moments of difficulty has 
been so invariable that I had learned 
before the war to regard American 
and British ships as practically ships 
of one united fleet for the purpose 
of safeguarding and promoting high- 
est interests of mankind. 


“IT hope I may be permitted to 
quote one illustration of the way in 
which this spontaneous mutual ser- 
vice has had far-reaching effects in 
promoting goodwill between Amer- 
ica and England. In 1905 I had the 
honor of meeting Admiral Dewey 
and some distinguished members of 
the American Senate at a dinner in 
Washington, On that occasion Ad- 
miral Dewey narrated to me, in a 
voice and with gestures eloquently 
suggestive of the most grateful emo- 
tion, the story—at that time entire- 
ly new to me—of the way in which 
he had_ received scaleable assist~- 
ance from Capt. Chichester at Ma- 
nila. Dewey informed me that the 
presence at Manila of German cruis- 
ers with a heavier displacement than 
that of the American ships caused 
him to realize the grave character of 
the danger menacing his country 
in the event of the German ships 
beginning the hostile action, of which 
he at that time had reason to be ap- 
prehensive, 

“He described how the whole Am- 
erican fleet watched in silent anxiety 
the visit of the German Admiral to 
Capt. Chichester’s ship and the in- 
tense relief with which they saw, 
shortly ‘after the German admiral’s 
return to his own ship, his majesty’s 
ships under Capt, Chichester’s com- 
mand hoist their anchors and shift 
their positions, which placed them in 
the direct line of fire between the 
German and the American ships. No

Oldest Fort in| New World] The Largest Telescope 


Tt is a fascinating experience to 
visit Santo Domingo and wander 
amid the ruins of the ancient city, 
from the fortifications of Homanaje, 
the oldest in the new world, to. the 
first stone church on this side of the 
Atlantic, and the tomb of the great 
discoverer, says the National Geo- 
graphic Magazine. Nowhere else in 
this hemisphere are these scenes 


fraught with more historical signifi- 
cance to Americans than here, where 
Columbus had his hour of triumph 
and his hour of sorrow, and where, 
when he had embarked upon the 
great voyage from which he would 
never return to endure the fickle fa- 
vor of petty princes, his ashes fin- 
jally found repose. 


Largest Reflecting Telescope in the 
World at Victoria, B.C. 


For the Dominion Astronomical 
Observatory at Victoria, B.C., there 
has just been completed a 72-in, re- 
fleeting telescope which ranks in size 
as the largest of that type in exist- 
ence, The mirror, which is uséd as 
a lens for concentrating the rays of 
light, is actually 73 inches in diame- 
ter over all, 12 inches in thickness at 
the edges and is perforated by a hole 
10 1-8 inches in diameter, 

This enormous piece of — glass, 
weighing 2 1-2 tons, is so evenly sup- 
ported that no flexure can distort 
the surface, which at no point must 
vary from the theoretical curve more 
than the  two-hundred-thousandth 
part of an inch, Although designed 
for use in different ways, what is 
known among astronomers as the 
Cassegrain focus, will represent the 
chief use to which it will be put. This 
means that the light falling om the 
large mirror will be reflected back to 
the upper part of the tube, where a 
19-inch convex mirror is situated, 
and from there back through the per- 
foration in the large mirror to an eye- 
piece. ee 

The weight of this whole gigantic 
instrument is 55 tons, and it will be 
supported by massive piers of rein- 
forced concrete, Tht length of the 
tube is 31 feet and the weight of this 
is 12 tons exactly, The dome and 
observing bridge are unique, the for- 
mer being 66 feet in diameter and 
provided with a double shutter with 
an opening 5 feet wide, ‘The tele- 
scope, shutter, windshield and abserv- 
ing bridge can be moved to any posi- 
tion required by electric motors 

It is interesting to note that al- 
though a still larger instrument is 
in course of construction, the Can- 
adian telescope holds the palm for 
size at the present time,

Utah. In taking this step the 
Knight Sugar company admits a 
colossal failure in their sugar beet 
enterprise in Southern Alberta 
Tha soil and climate was not to 
blame. Beets with the highest 
augar content on record were grown 
right here in Raymond.- The re- 
sponsibility for its failure rests with 
both the company and the farmers. 
They were always at ‘‘loggerheads” 
The independent, “we can do it 
oursalves”’ attitude of the company 
was perhaps the big cause of the 
failure. The farmers quit the bus- 
iness, and the company planted 
several thousand acres. Then jab- 
or became a problem, interest began 
to lag and failure resulted. 

The factory will be moved. The 
hope of the industry in any country 
is a small field to each family, and 
intense cultivation. Then labor is 
nota problem as mere boys can 
assist in the work, receiving lessons 
in thrift of the verv best kind, The 
dream of a dozen prosperous fame 
ilies where one is today, now seems 
blasted. The hope of a refuge for 
the immigrant from stricken Eurs 
ope, who will seek homes here after 
the war, or of a permanent, remun- 
erative industry for our partially 
disabled soldiers, seems far-removed 

But we do not believe that the 
industry is dead in this conntry. In 
time, as our population increases 
the industry may be revived as an 
economic necessity. The wheat 
crop may be wiped out iu a very 
few minutes, live stock may perish 
in a single blizzard, but the beet 
crop is reasonably certain. That 
there was an organized effort to 
“get” the beet industry, now seems 
clear. And the ‘getting’ seems to 
have at last been realized,
